Since !l910 there has not been 
less than fifty million dollars dif- 
[lerence paid tor any two succes- 
sive crops of hurley tobacco. Part 
of this ' fluctuation has been due 
to quantity and quality produced 
and part to consunger demand, but 
the law of supply and demand can 
hardly be credited with all tha 
difference. 

•At any rate, tlie producers of 
tobacco in the .Burley District 
are firmly convinced that some- 
thing besides the law of supply 
and demand is back of it all, and 
a tremendous effort is being 
made to stabilize the market. 
What upset the equilibrivim of 
the grower and put him to think- 
ing was the fall he had from the 
golden fruits of w'ar times to the 
bottom of the pit in 1921 ; a tum- 
ble^roin real wealth to starvation 
wage, 'i he crest was readied in 
1919, when an acre of good land 
returned 100 percetit to the owii- 
er and \inheard oi hire to the 
tenant. It was a glorious pinnacle 
and great was the fall therefrom. 

If the price jjiv^-n for tlie 1918' 
crop was high, as infost of them 
believed, the result of the follow 
ing sale was stupendous. Then 
came the crash. Tlie droji of fif- 
ty percent in selling price made a 
difference to the f)roducer- of 
Kentucky of one hundred and 
seven million dollars, according 
to the Wall Street Journal. TulV 
1921. 

Just now the pos.sibiiity of a 
further drop of thirty to fifty 
percent from the 1^)20 price, as 
happened in the Carolinas, stares 
him in the face with a wolfish 
grin. Should' the 1921 crop sell 
fifty percent below the 1920 crop,
